The  Board  believes  that  the  Town  should  have  an  Inspector 
nf  milk,  and  that  all  milk  dealers  should  be  licensed,  hut  only  after 
neir  premises  and  equipment  have  been  inspected  and  approved  by 
t:ie  Inspector,  Each  dealer  before  receiving  his  license  should  be 
required  to  file  with  the  milk  Inspector  once  a  year  a  list  of  all  pro- 
ducers and  others  from  whom  he  obtains  his  supply,  and  whenever 
he  buys  milk  from  a  new  producer  or  other  party,  he  should  be 
required  to  give  his  name  and  location  to  the  milk  Inspector  at 
once.  The  Board  has  the  right  under  the  Statutes  to  employ  such 
an  inspector. 

The  time  has  come  when  some  action  should  be  taken  for  the 
systematic  collection  of  swill  and  garbage.  While  the  Board  has 
full  authority  to  deal  with  this  matter  we  would  like  to  feel  that  it 
meets  the  approval  of  the  Voters  of  the  Town,  and  they  will  be 
fciven  an  opportunity  to  express  themselves  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  The  Board  will  ask  the  Finance  Committee  to  recom- 
mend an  appropriation  on  this  purpose.. 

The  report  of  the  survey  for  a  system  of  sewerage  will  be 
found  in  another  part  of  the  Town  Report.  This  Board  makes  no 
recommendation  at  this  time  in  regard  to  sewerage.  We  hope  the 
citizens  will  study  the  report  carefully,  and  when  they  are  ready 
to  take  action  they  will  be  the  better  able  to  judge  whether  this  or 
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some  other  system  will  be  best  for  the  Town  to  adopt.     It  is  with 
the  citizens  of  the  Town  with  whom  final  action  will  rest.

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REPORT  OVERSEERS  OF  POOR 

The  Overseers'  report  for  1912  is  presented  with  at  least 
some  measure  of  satisfaction.  The  members  of  the  Board  have 
performed  their  duties  with  willing  hearts  and  ready  hands,  en- 
deavoring under  all  circumstances  to  deal  justly  and  fairly  with  the 
Town  on  the  one  hand  and  its  dependent  poor  on  the  other.  While 
economy  has  been  the  constant  watchword,  the  Board  has  not  been 
niggardly,  nor  have  the  needy  lacked  assistance.  The  continued 
cases  have  been  cared,  for,  new  applications  promptly  and  thor- 
oughly investigated,  and  all  out-of-town  dependents  personally 
visited  whenever  circumstances  appeared  to  require  it.  The  total 
amount  expended  for  charities  during  1912  was  $4745.81,  as  against 
$4901.65  in  1911.  The  decrease  would  have  been  larger  except  for 
the  unusual  number  of  hospital  cases.  There  is  always  much  un- 
certainty attendant  upon  the  management  of  this  department,  as  it 
is  impossible  to  foretell  what  draughts  may  be  made  upon  it 
through  accident,  illness  or  other  misfortune.  The  best  that  can 
be  done  is  to  make  thorough  investigation  of  all  applications  and  to 
provide  adequate  relief  at  the  most  reasonable  expense.  This  has 
been  done  and  measurable  satisfaction  is  expressed, 

The  Farm  proposition  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  presented 
many  difficulties.  Much  adverse  criticism  of  the  Board's  management 
during  the  preceding  three  years  had  been  expressed.  The  net 
cost  had  been  soaring  skyward  in  an  alarming  manner,  and  there 
was  no  explanation  forthcoming  as  to  the  large  increase.  A  series 
of  special  meetings  were  held,  at  which  the  question   was  a  leading

topic  for  discussion,  but  the  voters  were  not  satisfied.  A  committee 
of  investigation  was  appointed  and  the  report  was  favorable  to 
sale.  At  the  March  meeting  another  committee  was  appointed 
with  instructions  to  advertise  the  place,  secure  bids  and  present 
them  to  the  Town  for  action.  In  1911  the  Board  had  expended 
$3957  68,  and  there  was  upwards  of  $200  or  more  in  outstanding 
bills  against  the  department.  In  1912  the  Town  appropriated  only 
$1400.  or  about  one  dollar  for  every  three  spent  the  year  previous, 
and  there  were  not  less  than  thirty  acres  of  upturned  land  to  be 
cared  for.  To  recapitulate,  the  problem  that  confronted  the  Board 
in  1912  was  an  angry  Town,  a  comparatively  small  appropriation,  a 
large  area  with  broken  sod,  and  the  uncertainty  as  to  an  early  sale 
of  the  property.  To  make  matters  worse,  Mr.  Charles  G.  Brown, 
the  farmer  member,  resigned  from  the  Board  in  the  Spring,  much 
to  the  regret  of  his  colleagues.  His  resignation  was  a  heavy  blow 
to  the  department.  But  the  situation  had  to  be  faced  manfully 
and  with  courage.  The  best  possible  plan  was  devised  and  the 
year's  work  undertaken  with  vigor  and  determination.  The  plan 
was  proving  to  be  the  right  one,  success  was  fully  assured,  when 
the  elements  dealt  the  Farm  a  staggering  blow  and  destroyed  the 
barn  together  with  much  of  the  year's  income.  Discouraged,  but 
not  disheartened,  the  work  was  resumed  with  renewed  determina- 
tion, and  the  final  result  may  be  contemplated  with  satisfaction. 
The  net  cost  of  management  is  $2185.23,  the  same  being  a  reduc- 
tion of  $1772.45  from  the  figures  of  1911,  and  while  the  unpaid  bills 
of  1911  were  over  $200.00,  those  of  1912  are  less  than  $50.00.  It  is 
not  claimed  that  the  work  has  been  perfect,  or  that  it  is  wholly 
above  criticism  ;  but  the  results  attained  under  exceeding  difficulties 
are  considered  as  being  reasonably  meritorious.  The  work  of  the 
superintendent  and  matron  deserve  favorable  comment  while  the 
services  of  the  town  physician,  Dr.  G.  E.  MacArthur,  and  his  sug- 
gestions along  sanitary  lines  have  been  most  valuable.  A  number 
of  practical  men  have  offered  helpful  hints,  among  them  being  Mr, 
Charles  Day,  Mr.  A.  Story  Brown,  Mr.  John  W.  Nourse,  Mr.  John 
A.  Brown,  Mr.  Aretas  D.  Wallace,  Mr,  Daniel  S.  Appleton,  Mr. 
Aaron  Lord,  Mr.  Nathaniel  T.  Low,  Mr.  Walter  F.  Gould,  Mr  Fred 
G.  Cross  and  many  others,  while  the  grain  dealers,  Messrs.   Horton 
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and  Brown,  have  given  us  the  advantage  of  trades  in  numerous 
instances. 

To  these  various  gentlemen  our  thanks  are  due.  The  high 
winds  in  the  early  part  of  January,  1913,  badly  shattered  the  win- 
dows in  the  house  and  caused  considerable  expense  in  repair.  The 
water  system  also  has  needed  much  attention,  and  these  two  items 
will  have  to  be  met  from  the  next  appropriation.  Considering  the 
fact  that  the  Town  has  voted  to  advertise  the  Farm  for  sale,  the 
Overseers  are  somewhat  perplexed  as  to  the  extent  of  the  work  for 
the  coming  year,  and  the  question  of  the  amount  o\  appropriation 
is  not  clearly  determined.  If  the  place  is  to  be  sold  this  year,  it 
would  be  unwise  to  expend  much  money  upon  it;  but  if  it  is  not  to 
be  sold  now,  and  should  the  Town  eventually  decide  to  keep  it,  it 
would  not  be  wise  or  economical  to  let  it  run  down.  The  question 
should  be  definitely  settled,  one  way  or  the  other,  without  delay. 
A  separate  expense  account  of  the  Almshouse  has  been  kept  this 
year,  so  that  the  people  might  know  about  what  it  would  cost  tu 
maintain  a  Home  independent  of  the  Farm.  The  account  has  been 
kept  under  the  following  heads:  (1)  Hired  help;  (2)  Repairs  and 
furnishings;  (3)  Clothing,  medicine,  etc.,  for  the  inmates;  (4)  All 
articles  not  produced  on  the  Farm;  (5)  All  articles  produced  on  the 
Farm  and  used  in  the  Home.  The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Home 
each  month  is  shown  below:

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Add  the  supreintendent's  salary  of  $600.00  or  more  to  the 
above,  and  a  fairly  accurate  estimate  of  the  cost  of  a  Home  inde- 
pendent of  the  Farm  will  be  obtained.  The  Board  is  convinced 
that  the  Farm  as  private  property  would  show  a  profit,  and  it 
should  do  so  as  public  property  under  proper  management;  but  it 
is  doubtful  if  efficient  management  could  be  long  continued.  Per- 
sonal friendship,  sympathy,  and  various  other  considerations  enter 
into  our  Town  elections  to  such  an  extent  as  to  militate  many  times 
against  the  efficiency  of  certain  Boards.  Good  fellows  do  not  al- 
ways prove  to  be  good  officials.

An  examination  of  the  debt  statement  shows  that  the  town 
year  has  been  a  prosperous  one.  The  following  table  shows  the 
standing  of  the  Town  at  the  cIosb  of  the  year  (exclusive  of  the 
Water  and  Electric  Light  departments  which  are  found  in  separate 
reports.)

This  shows  an  increase  of  the  balance  in  favor  of  the  Town 
over  last  year's  balance  of  $6420.91. 
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Of  the  $9000  appropriated  to  rebuild  the  highway  from 
Central  Square  to  overhead  bridge  on  High  Street,  $7133  20  was 
expended  in  building  from  Central  Sq.  to  Lord's  Sq.,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance of  $1866  20  which  with  $633.13  paid  b\  the  St.  R.  R.  Co.  to  the 
Town,  makes  a  total  of  $2499.93  to  complete  the  work.  It  is  doubt- 
ful if  this  sum  will  be  sufficient  if  the  same  kind  of  a  road  is  con- 
structed from  Lord's  Square  to  the  overhead  bridge. 

After  years  of  litigation,  during  which  time  we  have  always 
contended  that  the  Town  had  rights  in  Great  Neck,  and  that  the 
sale  made  to  A.  B.  Clark  some  sixteen  years  ago  was  not  legal,  we 
have  at  last  secured  the  decision  of  the  master  to  whom 
the  whole  case  was  referred,  and  by  that  decision  the  Town  wins 
its  case,  and  the  deed  to  A.  B.  Clark  is  declared  void.  The  other 
side  has  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  case  in  still  pending. 
It  is  a  great  victory  for  the  Town,  up  to  date,  and  we  do  not  feel 
any  doubt  but  that  the  Supreme  Court  will  confirm  it.  The  case 
was  ably  handled  by  Town  counsel  Geo.  H.  W.  Hayes  and  his  asso- 
ciate Horace  I.  Bartlett  of  Newburyport. 


The  work  of  installing  the  State  system  of  bookkeeping  in 
the  Town  offices  has  been  completed  and  the  new  books  were  start- 
ed for  the  year  1913  under  this  system. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Ipswich  Hospital  Corporation  have  sent 
an  important  communication  to  the  Town,  making  a  full  report  of 
a  complete  sewer  system,  with  a  request  that  it  be  laid  before  the 
voters.  It  will  soon  be  published  in  pamphlet  form  and  a  copy 
mailed  to  each  voter. 

There  are  other  matters  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  Town 
meeting  which  call  for  recommendations  from  our  board,  which 
can  be  explained  better  at  the  meeting  than  in  this  report.  Your 
attention  will  be  directed  to  them  at  the  proper  time.  Thanking 
all  our  citizens  and  officials  for  the  courtesy  and  kindness  shown  us, 
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and  hoping  that  the  result  of  our  labor  as  public  officials  has  been 
in  an  advancement  of  the  public  good,  we  remain,

INSURANCE    FUND. 

In  addition  to  the  various  cash  balances  as  shown  in  this 
report,  there  is  on  deposit  at  the  First  National  Bank  a  sum  of 
money  received  for  insurance  on  the  property  destroyed  at  the 
Farm  last  year. 

The  total  insurance  allowed  by  the  companies  was  $4,740.13. 
Of  this  amount  $3,845.23  was  paid  before  the  close  of  the  year,  and 
$894.60  has  been  allowed  and  will  be  paid  at  once.  Of  the  $3845.23 
received,  $500  was  appropriated  by  the  Town  to  make  repairs  at  the 
Farm,  and  the  balance  is  in  the  First  National  Bank.

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The  balance  of  $4044.47  divided  by  829,  the  number  of  street 
lights,  gives  $4.87  each  as  the  cost  of  lighting  our  street  lights  for 
the  year.  This  includes  every  item  of  cost  Lo  be  charged  against 
the  street  lights.  If  the  interest  charge  and  the  depreciation 
charge  were  ommitted,  instead  of  being  a  balance  against  the  street 
lights,  the  result  would  be  that  the  streets  would  have  been  lighted 
without  expense,  and  a  profit  of  S525.53  shown  without  any  appro- 
priation from  the  town.

The  year  1912  gives  additional  evidence  that  the  municipal 
lighting  plant  in  Ipswich  has  been  a  great  success.  Perhaps  this 
can  best  be  shown  by  giving  the  figures  as  to  what  the  result  would 
be  if  Ipswich  was  having  the  same  number  of  street  lights  supplied 
by  a  private  company.  A  carefull  study  of  the  prices  paid  t3  pri- 
vate companies  for  the  same  class  of  lighting  as  we  have  in  Ipswich, 
warrants  me  in  saying  that  $12.00  for  each  light  for  a  year  would 
be  below  the  price  usually  charged.  829  street  lights  at  $12.00 
each  for  one  year,  would  mean  that  an  appropriation  of  $9948  00 
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would  have  to  be  made  to  pay  the  bill.  This  is  $5903.53  more  than 
it  cost  the  town  for  this  service  this  year.  Pretty  good  evidence 
that  it  pays  to  own  the  plant.  In  addition  to  this,  our  people  are 
getting  electricity  for  lighting  at  12  cents  per  K.  VV.  hour,  with  10 
per  cent,  off  and  free  renewals  of  lamps. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  original  plant  is  in  good  con- 
dition, and  that  the  new  plant  installed  last  year  has  met  every  test 
and  is  a  success.  The  new  engine  stands  for  economy,  as  is  clearly 
shown  by  the  fact  that  the  fuel  bill  for  1912,  running  24  hours  a 
day,  is  only '$6868.21,  as  compared  with  $5385.56  for  1911,  when  the 
average  running  time  was  only  12  hours  a  day,  with  the  price  of 
coal  higher  in  1912  than  it  was  in  1911. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  increasing  demand  for  power, 
and  to  the  desirability  of  fixing  a  power  rate  under  which  we 
would  be  enabled  to  add  materially  to  the  income  of  the  plant  by 
selling  current  for  power  through  the  day  when  we  can  well  afford 
to  do  it  at  a  reduced  rate.  I  recommend  that  a  power  rate  be 
established  to  take  effect  April  1,  1913. 

The  good  will  of  the  citizens,  the  absolute  fairness  of  my 
fellow  commissioners  and  the  loyalty  of  the  men  in  the  department, 
has  made  a  combination  very  pleasing  to  me,  and  I  desire  to  expend 
my  sincere  thanks  to  all.  As  a  believer  in  the  public  ownership  of 
public  utilities,  I  have  enjoyed  the  work  in  this  department  for  the 
past  ten  years  and  the  opportunity  it  has  given  me  of  demonstrating 
that  a  municipal  lighting  plant  can,  and  does,  give  the  people  better 
and  cheaper  service  than  they  would  get  from  a  privately  owned 
plant.

The  Water  and  Municipal  Lighting  Commissioners  submit  their 
nineteenth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1912. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  various  tables  giving  an  account 
in  detail  of  the  expenditures  and  receipts  of  this  department  for 
the  past  year. 

We  estimate  the  receipts  for  1913  to  be  $18,000.00  and  the  ex- 
penses for  Sinking  Fund  $4022.17  for  interest  $7320.00  for  mainten- 
ance $4500.00. 

For  the  years  1911  and  1912  we  paid  a  total  of  $7686.13  into  the 
sinking  fund  from  the  receipts  of  this  department,  also  $14,760 
interest  on  the  debt.  We  also  did  away  with  any  appropriation  for 
hydrant  service  for  fire  protection,  saving  an  annual  appropriation 
of  over  $2000  to  the  tax  payers.  We  are  prepared  to  continue  this 
policy  this  year  and  we  do  not  ask  for  any  appropriation  for  this 
department.

Of  this  excess  of  assets  $43,164.23  has  been  appropriated  for 
note  and  bond  payments,  the  balance  $60,632.95,  is  actual  earnings 
from  sales,  premiums  and  interest. 

No  depreciation  has  been  deducted  from  the  cost,  as  we  believe 
that  the  actual  value  of  the  plant,  based  on  its  earning  capacity* 
would  be  more,  rather  than  less,  than  the  cost  of  construclion. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  manager  of  this  department  has  taken  up  in 
detail  the  record  of  the  year,  and  we  are  pleased  to  join  with  him 
in  congratulaiing  the  citizens  on  the  excellent  showing  made. 

We  indorse  his  recommendation  for  the  fixing  of  a  power  rate, 
and  will  announce  the  rate  determined  on,  before  April  1,  1913. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  fact,  that  in  a  year  when  we 
looked  for  a  possible  deficiency,  on  account  of  the  increased  expense 
for  fuel  and  an  extra  engineer  and  fireman  owing  to  the  establish- 
ing of  the  24  hour  service,  we  find  instead  of  a  deficiency,  that  we 
have  over  $1000  more  cash  balance  than  last  year,  and  in  addition 
to  that  we  have  purchased  and  paid  for  a  new  motor  truck  which  is 
of  great  benefit  to  our  plant.

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General  Report 


The  School  Committee  herewith  submits  to  the  citizens 
of  the  Town  its  annual  report: 

In  the  3rear  1%9  the  Committee  established  a  course  of 
study  in  the  graded  schools  which  enabled  the  work  done 
therein  to  be  accomplished  in  eight  3rears  instead  of  the  nine 
years,  which  prior  to  that  time  had  been  required  to  com- 
plete the  course  in  such  schools.  This  change  was  made 
under  the  direction  of  the  present  Superintendent  of  Schools 
who  had  considered  that  b}r  more  diligent  attention  g-iven  to 
the  course  of  instruction  by  the  teachers  and  by  the  more 
painstaking  application  of  the  work  by  the  pupils  one  year 
could  be  saved  in  the  school  life  of  those  attending  the 
graded  schools.  At  the  time  the  change  was  made  consider- 
able opposition  was  manifested  to  the  action  of  the  Board, 
and  some  doubts  existed  in  the  minds  of  the  citizens  as  to 
the  advisability  of  this  action.  After  four  years  experience 
the  success  of  the  plan  is  assured  and  it  is  doubtful  if  the 
town  would  consent  to  a  return  to  the  former  system. 

The  Committee  would  allude  in  the  above  statement  as 
an  illustration  of  what  they  have  attempted  to  do  for  the 
benefit  of  the  schools  and  for  the  citizens  of  the  town.   While 
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the  various  members  of  the  Committee  are  not  always  unan- 
imous as  to  the  advisability  of  changes  in,  or  additions  to, 
the  school  courses  we  would,  however,  state  that  when  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Committee  have  decided  upon  a  question  the 
entire  body  has  been  a  unit  in  its  desire  to  have  the  proposi- 
tion accomplished  and  the  members  of  'the  Board  have  ren- 
dered to  each  other  great  assistance  in  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

During  the  past  year  the  Committee  have  added  to  the 
school  course  a  practical  coarse  of  study  consisting  of  manual 
training",  cooking-  and  sewing-,  the  manual  training  being  in 
charge  of  Winfield  W.  Lunt  and  the  department  of  cooking 
and  sewing  in  charg-e  of.  A.    Madeline     Hawkes.  By    the 

adoption  of  the  system  of  an  eight  year  course  of  study  in 
the  graded  schools  and  of  the  rule  that  no  child  should  be 
admitted  to  the  graded  schools  unless  such  child  should 
have  attained  the  age  of  six  }rears  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
January  following-  the  date  of  the  opening  of  the  school  year 
in  September,  we  are  eanbled  to  use  the  Manning  Street 
School  for  the  domestic  science  department,  which  building 
has  been  so  altered  and  remodeled  that  it  makes  a  good 
building-  for  such  work. 

The  Committee  were  then  obliged  to  provide  a  place  for 
the  teaching-  of  manual  training,  and  for  some  time  were  un- 
able to  find  a  suitable  building  in  which  this  work  could  be 
carried  on.  After  due  consideration  it  was  decided  that  the 
building  in  the  rear  of  the  Warren  Street  School,  on  the 
Warren  Street  Schoolhouse  lot,  might  be  remodeled,  which 
was  done,  a  considerable  part  of  the  interior  work  being  done 
by  the  scholars,  and  has  been  made  into  a  very  substantial 
and  excellent  building  for  work  to  be  carried  on  therein.  The 
pupils  have  shown  much  interest  in  these  departments.  The 
attendance  has  been  excellent,  and  the  Committee   feel    that 
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these  departments  will  be  of  great  practical  benefit  to  the 
pupils  in  their  after  life.  Dignity  is  given  to  manual  labor. 
•Theoretical  and  practical  work  g"o  hand  in  hand  and  we  are 
strongly  of  the  opinion  that  when  the  pupils  leave  the 
schools  they  will  not  be  ashamed  to  acknowledge  that  they 
can  earn  their  living"  by  the  performance  of  labor.  We  rec- 
ommend that  these  departments  be  made/and  become  a  per- 
manent part  of  the  school  work. 

No  sessions  of  the  evening:  schools  have  been  held  during 
the  past  year.  The  town  did  not  in  the  annual  town  meet- 
ing" vote  to  establish  an  evening:  school,  and  while  in  the 
school  appropriation  it  was  estimated  that  should  the  even- 
ing" schools  be  opened  a  certain  amount  of  the  school  appro- 
priations would  be  required  to  pay  the  expenses  of  such 
schools,  at  a  special  meeting  held  at  a  later  d^te  the  town 
decided  to  ink  finitely  postpone  the  establishment  of  such 
schools.  If  the  evening"  schools  should  be  continued  the 
Committee  would  call  the  attention  of  the  town  to  the  fact 
that  provisions  must  be  made  for  the  teaching  of  a  larg-e 
number  of  minors  between  the  agfes  of  sixteen  and  twenty- 
one  years  of  ag"e,  as  their  attendance  at  the  evening  school 
is  compulsory  in  such  cities  and  towns  obliged  to,  or  do, 
maintain  evening"  schools. 

There  have  been  some  chang-es  in  the  teaching  force  of 
the  graded  schools  and  while  we  regret  the  loss  of  the  teach- 
ers who  resigned  their  positions,  we  feel  that  we  have  se- 
cured capable  teachers  to  fill  the  positions  thus  vacated.  We 
invite  the  parents  to  visit  the  schools  and  ascertain  for  them- 
selves the  work  that  is  g"oing"  on. 

And  again  we  invite  the  citizens  to  attend  the  meeting" 
of  the  School  Committee  to  register  their  complaints  and 
criticisms,  if  they  have  any,  with  the  School  Committee, 
make  such  suggestions  as  vou  may  desire  for  the   betterment 
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of  the  educational  facilities,  and  you  ma}'  rest  assured  that 
the  Committee  would  appreciate  such  co-operation  and  as- 
sistance as  you  may  care  to  render  them.

Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Ipswich, 
Gentlemen: — 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  standard 
of  the  schools  has  been  maintained  and  the  course  of  study 
has  been  extended  during- the  school  year. 

By  correlation  of  studies  and  intelligent  drill  on  the 
more  important  principles,  progress  has  been  made  without 
slighting-  the  subjects  once  regarded  as  alone  necessary  to 
properly  equip  a  pupil  for  life. 

In  the  eighteenth  century  the  roads  of  our  town  were 
not  suited  to  the  motor  vehicles  of  today.  No  more  were 
the  schools  of  that  century,  which  taught  'The  three  R's," 
adequate  to  teach  the  future  citizen  to  deal  intelligently 
with  the  great  social  and  economic  problems  which  have 
kept  pace  with  the  wonderful  inventions  of  the  age. 

With  each  successive  generation  come  questions  to  be 
settled,  primarily,  by  the  people.  Interstate  commerce, 
trusts,  international  arbitration,  single  tax,  public  sanitation 
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municipal  ownership,  labor  unions,  socialism,  eugenics  and 
many  other  important  subjects  must  be  dealt  with  intelli- 
gently and  in  youth  the  mind  must  be  trained  to  logical 
thinking.  The  schools  of  the  past  would  be  wholly  unfit  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  present  day. 

The  man  of  the  past  did  not  appreciate  the  inestimable 
value  of  an  ideal,  hygienic  school-house  for  the  betterment 
of  the  health  and  I  may  even  say  the  morals  of  the  pupils. 
Nor  did  he  correctly  estimate  the  relative  importance  of  the 
school  department  among  the  other  town  departments. 

A  boy  or  girl  who  reads  the  best  literature  will  acquire 
a  taste  for  good  reading.  The  modern  readers  are  made  up 
of  extracts  from  the  very  best. 

Without  education  one  is  shut  out  from  many  many  of 
the  joys  and  much  of  the  enthusiasm  which  go  to  make  up  a 
full  living. 

He  is  like  the  man  about  whom  my  college  classmate 
told  me.  My  classmate  had  been  an  earnest  student  of  his- 
tory, and  was.  for  the  first  time,  visiting  Italy  and  Greece. 
When  he  came  to  the  battlefield  of  Marathon  his  emotions 
were  unbounded  and  he  exclaimed  to  his  companion,  a  newly 
made  acquaintance,  "This  is  Marathon!"  To  my  friend's 

surprise  the  man  said  "What  do  they  manufacture  here?" 
Later  my  friend  learned  that  his  companion  was  a  million- 
aire manufacturer  in  America.  I  leave  it  to  you  to  say 
which  man  was  getting  the  most  out  of  life. 

Critics"of  our  public  schools  say  we  give  the  pupils  "Just 
a  smattering  of  many  studies."  While  this  may  be  true  it 
is  no  less  true  that  in  most  cases  we  certainly  arouse  an  in- 
terest which  later  may  open  up  new  avenues  of  interest  and 
knowledge, 

Critics  of  our  public  schools  also  say  pupils  "Cannot 
spell  and  reckon  like   those    of    generations    past  "      School 
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examination  papers  of  1846  have  been  given  to  pupils  of  the 
present  day  with  the  result  that  these  pupils  far  excelled,  in 
percentage  of  correct  answers,  the  pupils  of  1846. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  public  schools  of  today  afford 
opportunities  for  the  making  of  useful,  industrious  citizens 
of  moral,  intelligent  lives  such  as  the  times  demand  and 
should  receive  the  full  and  hearty  support  of  the  public. 

In  the  High  School  we  have  a  course  of  study  of  which 
the  State  Board  of  Education  approves.  In  1895  less  than 

sixty  pupils  were  enrolled  in  this  school.  This    year    one 

hundred  and  sixty-one  are  enrolled.  Of  this  number  the 
town  of  Rowley  sends  thirty-three.  Ipswich  has  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-eight  pupils,  showing  that  our  school  meets 
a  popular  demand. 

I  most  earnestly  suggest  that  typewriting  and  stenog- 
raphy be  introduced  as  I  am  convinced  that  this  will  greatly 
benefit  those  who  wish  to  study  to  fit  themselves  for  office 
work. 

This  year  we  have  introduced  Manual  Training,  sewing 
and  cooking.  These  all  interest    many    pupils    and    I   be- 

lieve the  introduction  of  these  branches  is  the  most  progres- 
sive change  that  has  been  made  for  many  years.  Boys  of  all 
grades  beginning  with  the  fifth  are  required  to  take  Manual 
Training  once  a  week.  Girls  in  all  grades  beginning  with 
the  fifth  take  sewing  and  girls  in  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  take  cooking  also.  For  High  School  pupils  all 
these  studies  are  elective.  I  highly  commend  the    interest 

of  the  pupils  in  this  work. 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  securing  Mr.  W.  W.  Lunt  as 
teacher  in  Manual  Training.  Mr.  Lunt  has  had  long   ex- 

perience and  obtains  very  satisfactory  results. 

MissHawkes  the  teacher  of  Domestic  Science  graduated 
from  Framingham  Normal  School  June  1912.  During  her 
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course  there  she  specialized  in  this  work.  She  came  to  us 

with  most  excellent  testimonials  from  the  principal  of  this 
school  and  her  work  surely  justifies  them. 

Miss  Florence  Russell  has  for  the  third  year  had  charge 
of  the  drawing:  with  her  usual  success.  Many  vsitors  at- 

tended the  exhibit  of  this  work  in  the  schools  in  Manning 
Hall  in  June  and  all  were  delighted  with  the  work  of  the  dif- 
ferent grades. 

In  December  Mr.  A.  H.  Tozer,  who  has  been  instructor 
in  music  for  several  years,  gfave  a  public  exhibition  in  Man- 
ning- Hall  of  his  methods  of  conducting  a  lesson  in  music. 
The  attendance  was  large  and  the  audience  learned  much 
about  the  high  standard  of  his  work. 

The  Home  Garden  Exhibit  in  September  was  very  inter- 
esting. One  hundred  and  six  pupils  brought  flowers  or 
vegetables  which  they  raised  unassisted.  I  intend  to  add 
this  year  the  cultivation  of  tomatoes.  During  this  winter 
the  pupils,  under  the  direction  of  teachers,  will  study  the 
history  and  cultivation  of  tomatoes.  In  the    spring  and 

summer  they  will  cultivate  them  and  in  the  fall  a  public  ex- 
hibit will  be  held  of  the  different  kinds  raised  and  prizes 
awarded. 

The  present  plan  of  athletics  in  the  High  School  may  be 
greatly  improved.  It  seems  to  me  that  all  boys,  unless 
physically  unfit,  should  be  required  to  compete  by  classes  in 
such  exercises  as  jumping,  running,  shot-putting  and  other 
sports.  If  athletics  are  of  benefit  to  the  few  who  now  take 
part  in  baseball  and  football  why  not  let  all  share?  Now  a 
few  enter  the  sports  while  the  large  majority  are  shut  out 
from  them, 

The  probation  promotion  plan  which  I  tried  this  year 
has  proved  itself  very  feasible.  The  majority    of    those 

who  were  promoted  on  this  plan  have  done    good    work    and 
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have  not  been  obliged  to  repeat  grades. 

Pupils  who  are  required  io  repeat  grades  increase  the  ex- 
pense of  schools.  It  is  of  very  great  importance  to  ascer- 
tain whether  the  pupil  fails  to  do  good  work  on  account  of 
some  physical  defect.  In  many  cases   the    causes    of  inat- 

tention and  apparent  mental  deficiency  may  be  removed. 
Here  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Associated  Charities  for 
assistance  in  removing  physical  defects. 

The  school  physician  has  made  an  examination  of  all 
pupils  and  given  his  report  to  the  Committee. 

We  greatly  need  an  eight  room  schoolhouse  centrally  lo- 
cated. We  have  one  school  room  in  which  the  teacher  has 
fifty-four  pupils  of  first  and  second  grades  under  her  instruc- 
tion, 

Such  crowded  conditions  do  not  give  the  individual  pupil 
a  fair  chance.  It  is  impossible  for  any  teacher  however 
efficient  to  get  such  results  as  are  due  the  pupil. 

I  think  the  town  should  annually  appropriate  a  small 
sum  to  establish  a  Teachers  Librar_y  at  the  superintendent's 
office.  'The  salar>  of  most  teachers  does  not  allow  expend- 
itures for  professional  books  which  they  need. 

I  still  think  that  graded  schools  should  close  at  3.30  p.m. 
If  all  our  schoolrooms  were  ideal,  sanitary  rooms  it  might 
be  less  detrimental  to  health  to  keep  pupils  in  school  longer. 
Jf  auy  one  would  visit  the  schools  and  see  the  weariness  and 
listlessness  after  that  hour  I  think  he  would  say  '"Close  the 
schools  at  3;30." 

An  exhibition  of  the  work  in  writing,  drawing,  sewing, 
cooking  and  manual  training  will  be  held  in  June,  I  hope 
the  public  will  improve  this  opportunity  to  see  the  great  ad- 
vance of  our  schools  in  practical  work. 

I  cannot  express  my  appreciation  of  the  zealous  and 
faithful  work  of  the  teachers  in  our  schools.         To   them     is 
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due  whatever  merit  and  excellence  our  schools  possess,  Their 
uniform  courtesy  and  willingness  to  make  any  change  for 
the  progress  of  the  schools  has  made  my  association  with 
them  very  pleasing. 

It  has  always  been  a  great  stimulus  to  serve  under  your 
direction,  gentlemen  of  the  Committee.  You  deserve  much 
commendation  for  the  excellent  equipment  of  the  rooms  for 
industrial  work.  A  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion has  inspected  the  rooms  and  was  greatly  pleased  with 
the  equipment,  You  have  constanthT  shown  that  you 
have  a  deep  interest  in  the  schools  and  that  you  have  the 
best  ideas  of  what  will  most  benefit  the  youth  of  this  town.

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Drawing  Report 


Mr.  John  P.  Marston, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  accordance  with 
your  request  I  present  the  following"  report  of  the  work  in 
drawing". 

No  radical  changes  have  been  made  in  the  program  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  Two  da}Ts  each  week  were  spent  in  teach- 
ing" and  supervising  the  work  in  the  schools.  The  removal 
of  the  fourth  grade  from  the  Manning  Street  building"  gave 
an  extra  hour  which  has  been  devoted  to  an  elementary 
course  in  mechanical  drawing  at  the  High  School. 

The  course  in  our  scoools  for  the  past  yes.r  may  be  out- 
lined briefly  as  follows: 

In  the  fall  months  the  greater  part  of  the  work  was 
from  nature.  Flowers,  fruits  and  vegetables  were  drawn 
and  painted. 

December  was  devoted  to  work  in  construction  and  ap- 
plie'd  design.  Various  useful    objects    were    constructed 

from  paper,  cardboard  and  cloth. 
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The  remaining"  winter  months  were  spent  in  drawing 
from  objects,  landscape  studies  and  in  making-  illustrated 
booklets. 

The  early  spring"  months  were  spent  in  des'gning  and  in 
the  grades  the  illustration  of  various  stories,  poems  and  folk- 
lore was  taken  up. 

With  the  coming"  of  spring"  nature  was  ag"ain  studied  and 
drawing's  made  from  mounted  birds.  Of  all    the  season's 

work  this  seems  to  most  delig"ht  the  children. 

Last  year  famous  pictures  were  studied  in  all  the  grades 
for  the  beauty  of  composition  as  well  as  ior  their  story.  In 
the  upper  grades  the  life  of  the  artist  is  studied  in  connection 
with  his  work.         This  study  will   be  resumed  this  year. 

The  introduction  of  the  sewing  and  the  manual  training 
courses  will  g"ive  the  much  needed  opportunity  for  the  appli- 
cation of  our  desig*ns. 

On  May  23d  of  the  last  year  an  Exhibition  of  Drawing 
was  held  in  Manning  Hall.  I  regret  that  more  parents 
did  not  attend  this  exhibit  which  gave  them  opportunity  to 
see  one  of  the  most  interesting  branches  of  school  work, 

I  hope  that  this  year  with  the  co-operation  of  the  sewing 
and  manual  training  teachers  we  ma)r  hold    another    exhibit 
including  all  three  arts  that  may  be  well  worth  attending.

Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Dear  Sir: 

Industrial  education  has  passed  the    experimental    stage 
and  become  a  necessary  part  of  the  school  system. 

The  results  are  shown  in  many    ways.         The    class    of 
'boys  who  a  few  years  ago  left  school  at  the  age    of    fourteen 
are  now  willing  to  stay  a  little  longer,  and  both    pupils    and 
^parents  are  finding  it  to  their  advantage,  as  the  idea  of  voca- 
tional training  developes. 

Manual  training  in  the  shop  satisfies  the    deep    longing 
that  every  boy  has  to  be  doing  something  with  his  hands. 

Our  work  here  in  Ipswich  has  developed  along  somewhat 
practical  lines.  The  boys  have  had  the    unusual     advan- 

tage of  observing  the  work  of  remodeling    the    building    and 
[equipping  their  shop,  doing  much  of  the  inside  work  as  they 
were  capable,  under  the  supervision  of  the  instructor. 

In  the  short  time  since  the  classes  were  organized    some 
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very  good  work  has  been  turned  out  and  the  boys  have  been 
very  much  interested. 

The5T  are  not  permitted  merely  to  copy  models,  but  are 
encouraged  to  create,  to  invent  designs,  as  time  goes  on. 
They  are  required,  also,  to  make  accurate  working  drawings 
of  models. 

The  same  model  is  not  to  be  made  twice.  Skill  might 
be  gained  by  repetition,  but,  while  perfection  and  skill  are 
aimed  at,  the  education  of  the  boy  is  of  the  first  import- 
ance.

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Cooking  and  Sewing  Report 


Mr.  J.  P.  Marston, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 
Dear  Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  request  I  submit  the  follow- 
ing- report. 

The  work  started  October  first  in  the  Manning-  Street 
School,  the  building  being  fitted  up  especially  for  it,  The 
large  room  is  equipped  with  a  fine  range  and  two  long  cook- 
ing tables.  The  old  wood  room  is  transformed  into  a  pan- 
try and  one  of  the  entries  into  a  sewing  room  in  which  are 
installed  two  sewing  machines. 

The  work  in  sewing  is  carried  on  with  pupils  of  grades 
five  to  eight  inclusive  and  High  School  pupils  of  the  sopho- 
more and  freshman  classes.  Each  class  has  one  period  a 
week.  The  practice  work  is  designed  to  fit  the  girls  to 
make  their  own  clothing  by  hand  and  by  machine. 

Cooking  begins  with  the  seventh  grade  and  is  carried  on 
in  the  eig-hth  grade  aud  in  High  School  during  one  period 
per  week  for  each  class.  The  practice  here    is  in    single 

household  cookery  of  cereals,  bread,  soups,    cakes    and    des- 
serts.        To  encourage  work  in    the    home    extra    credit    is 
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given  outside  making  of  the  dishes  prepared  in  class.  In 

addition  to  the  janitor's  services  the  building-  is  cared  for  by 
the  pupils  who  thus  gain  experience  in  sweeping,  dusting, 
care  of  windows,  and  building  of  fires  for  cooking. 

10;     time — 
grades,  1  hour;  High  School,  2  hours. 

Number  of  cooking  periods  per  *week,    6;    time — grades, 
1/^  hours;  High  School,  2  hours.

I  have  gfiven  you  the  course  of  study  as  used  in  our  pub- 
lic schools,  in  my  report  of  last  year,  so  hardly  think  it  nec- 
essary to  dwell  upon  that  at  the  present  time.  The  same 
course  is  in  use  now,  as  has  been  in  operation  for  the  last 
four  years,  and  I  think  I  may  safely  say  that  the  results  are 
very  gratifying:. 

A  public  demonstration  of  school  music  was  g-iven  in 
Manning-  Hall  a  few  months  ago,  in  order  that  the  towns- 
people could  have  an  opportunity  to  view  the  work  as  taken 
up  in  the  class  room.  The  attendance  was  very  pleasingf. 
But  I  heartily  wish  that  the  parents  would  devote  more  time 
in  visiting-  our  schools.  In  that  way  they  could  form  a 
much  better  idea  of  the  way  the  principles  in  music  are  pre- 
sented, 

I  would  like  to  make  two  suggestions  at  this  time.  First 
that  staves  be  painted  upon  one  of  the  boards  in  each  of  the 
school  rooms  in  town,  in  order  that  time  be  saved    when    the

teacher  is  writing:  exercises  for  the  children  to  sing.         The 
expense  would  be  very  small  and  the  advantage  great. 

Second,  that  something  be  done  in  regard  to  our  music 
in  the  High  School.  I  sincerely  trust  that  next  year  may 
see  an  established  chorus, 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you,  the  Com- 
mittee and  teachers,  for  the  very  kind  assistance  they  have 
given  me  during  the  past  year.

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School  Physician's  Report 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich: 

I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  School  Physician  lor  the 
year  1912, 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  as  a  whole  excel- 
lent during  the  past  year.  As  a  result  of  notices  sent  out 
after  the  examinations,  a  number  of  operations  were  per- 
formed for  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids.  This  resulted 
in  an  improvement  in  the  general  health  of  those  operated 
upon;  and  if  like  treatment  were  given  all  children  requiring 
it  there  would  be.  in  my  opinion,  not  only  more  vigorous 
health,  but  greater  efficiency  in  their  school  work.  There 
are  a  number  of  children  suffering  from  catarrhal  conditions 
of  the  throat  and  nose  who  do  not  need  surgical  treatment, 
but  whose  health  would  be  benefited  by  other  treatment;  and 
I  would  earnestly  request  all  parents  receiving  notices  of 
such  cases  to  refer  them  to  their  family  physician. 

The  children  have  learned  something  ab)ut  the  care  of 
their  teeth  the  past  year,  thanks  to  the  work  of  the  teach- 
ers. This  is  practical  hygiene,  and  has  done  its  part  in 
keeping  the  standard  of  the  children's  health  as  good  as  it  is. 
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Last  spring-  when  small  pox  was  prevalent  in  Salem,  the 
matter  of  vaccination  was  carefully  gone  over  and  re-vacci- 
nation was  done  by  the  various  physicians  in  town,  working 
in  co-operation  with  the  School  Physician.  I  consider  the 
schools  well  protected  in  this  respect. 

The  only  epidemic  to  effect  school  attendance  has  been 
measles,  which  started  in  late  in  th^fall  and  still  continues. 
Most  of  the  cases  have  been  of  a  mild  type. 

Among  the  children  examined  in  the  first  four  grades, 
79  were  found  to  have  adenoids.  Notices  of  these  cases 
have  been  sent  to  the  parents.

Of  these  only  4  were  found  that  had  not  previously  been  re- 
ported to  the  Board  of  Health,  and  these  were  cases  where 
no  physician  had  been  called.
